could not ſay Bo to a Gooſe, when they meet him ; or had not Confidence enough 
to fit a minute upon a Lovers Kee, that Courts 'em in the way of Civility. 
Such fort of Talk as this, fild up the ſpace of every Interval ; the Maſter 
of the Ceremonies, full of Patience and Low Bows, {ubmiting to the 
reproofs of ſome Mothers, who were Jealous of his Care and Diligence 
to their Children, aſcribing their. Daughters Dullneſs and Natural De-

Whether T had reaſon to like or diſlike this pert Anſwer to my Letter, .
